Dean Stanley 
exclaimed: "What English mail 
is there who is not proud of the 
once-dreaded name of Wasliiiiir 
ton?" And Abraham Lincoln, 
whose name stands seconds to that 
of Washington in Ihe atTcclion and 
gratitude of his eounlrymcn and 
the reverence of niankind, paiit 
this glowing liut .Just Irihnlo: "To 
add brightness to the siin or glory 
to \\w niime of Washington, isttlike 
impossible." 

George Washington, the (Irst 
President of tlui United States, wns 
born the twenty-second of Feb- 
ruary, 1732, in a plain, old-style 
Southern farmhouse that his giand- 
father, John, built on Uridure's 
(Veek, WeHtnK)rcland C'otinty, 
Virginia, in 1057. 

His birthplace had a steep, slop- 
ing roof and jirojccting eaves, with 
broad plaz/.a in the fnuit, a groat 
chimney at either end, and ju!>t 
such a delightful attic as boyis love 
to play in on days when the wind 
wliislhts without and the rain pat- 
ters on Ihe shingles 

It was to this old Virginin fjirm- 
house that Augustine Washington, 
in the year 17;K), brought home his 
second wife, Mary Hall, of Lan- 
caster County, Virginia. In the 
Old house W(M'c two boys of seven 
and nine years; they W(>re Lawrence 
and Augustine; their mother, their 
father's Hrst wife, had been dead 
nearly tvo years, but their new 
mother became almost like an own 
mother to them. 

In this old farm-hou.se at. Hri<lge'M 
Creek, th<> elflest son of Augiisline 
and Mary Washington j»'as horn. 

They named him (Jeorge. What 
with his two half-brothers, Lawrence 
an<i Augustine, and his own brot liei-s 
aud sisters who were born after him. 
George Washinglon had plenty of 
company in his home. lie never 
remembered the house in which he 



was horn, however, for in 1735 some 
sparks from a bonfire set it 
flumes and it was burned to 
ground. 

Not a stick nor a stone of that old 
house remains to-day; but it has 
been a famous spot for many a yeat. 
In 1815, a nuinorial stone was 
pla(;ed on Ihe spot wheie the house 
once stood. When his home at 
Uridge's Creek was destroyed, 
Aumistine Washington moved into 
another farm bouse tlial belonged to 
him, further up the Potonuie, in 
Stafford County. 

Tliis house was very mii<!h like 
tiie one that was burned. It stood 
back from the river, on a ridge or 
bltilT that overlooked tho Rappa- 
liaiiiiock, and between the hoiiiie 
and Ihe river was a strelch of mead- 
ow that was the pla.\groiiniil of tlie 
Washington cliijilren. I<'or in this 
pleasant old Virginia .country home 
George lived until he was sixteen 
years old. Ilis father died when 
he was ten years old, leaving aeom- 
I'ortable property to his mother and 
five childr(^n. SIh> was a wis«> and 
prudent woman, and trained her 
family to ho indiislrioiis and (>co- 
nomical. His education was con- 
ducted partly l)y his mother and 
partly at one of the ordiiuiry 
schools of the province. It was Ihe 
usiml middle-class education, but 
it included enough of mathenialics 
to enabl(> Washiiurlon lo act as 
land surveyor. Ilis hoyliood show- 
ed many evidences of that mathe- 
matical precision which was always 
one of his charactrcistics. II(> 
wrote a Ileal, stiff hand; he cim- 
piled "Rules of Behavior in Com- 
pany and Convers.'itioii (" liesui V(>y- 
ed lh(< fields and planlaiion about 
the schofil where he was staying, 
and entered his measurements and 
calculations in a field book with 
great exactness. In athletic .ex- 
ercises ln> was always fcu'ciiiost, and 
It was a favorite diversion of his to 
form his sclio(diiiati's Into com- 
panies, and engage them in sham 
fltfhts. Ilis ambition was to enter 
Ihe navy ; but his mother objected, 
and he began his work of land-sur- 
V"'ying. At sixteen he was employ- 
ed to examine th" valley of the Al- 
ieghany Mountain — a task which 
was continued during the next three 
y(>(irx, and perfornu-d with skill an<l 
comuletencHs. 

When Washiimlon was about 
nine years old, Virtrinia was divid- 
ed Into military districts, as a pro- 
tection aualnst lh(» advance of the 
French. Over each division, an 
adjutant-general, with tho rank of 
major, was appointed. Washing 
ton was commissioned to one of 
these districts, and set to work to 
study military tactics. When he 
was twenty-one, he was doing the 
work of an exporicnced niajrug<Mi- 
eral ; and was selected by Governor 
Dinwiddie for a service, which de- 
manded irreat skill as well as daring. 
He was recjuired to make his way 
across a mountainous <lesert, In- 
habited by Indians, whose friend- 
ship was hardly lo be dep«>nded on ; 
to jienelrate to the frontier stalious 
of the Fr(>ncli ; and to bring battk in- 
formation concerning their positiiui 
ami military strength, toirolher 
with an answer from tlie Frenoli 
commander as to why he had in 
vaded the Uritish dominions during 
a time of peace. It was October 
;51, 1753, ere Washington stilted ; 
it was the middle of November 
when, with an inlerpreti'r, four 
attendants, and Christopher (»ist 
as a guide, he followed an Indian 
trail into Ihe dim mysteries of the 
unknovvn forest. Aft<>r dreadful 
hardships Wasliinglon and his 
fricn<ls reachetl the l-'icnch post, 
where the odlccrs avowed their re- 
solve to take possession of the Ohio. 
The commander of the fort n^fused 
to discuss with yoiinjj Washington 
the abstract (juestion of right. To 
the letter from Dinwiddie which 
Wash i nut on delivered, ri <]uiring the 
evacuation of Ihe place, he i'epli<>d 
by a direct reHisal, and an intima- 
tion of his jiurpose to selae every 
Knglishman within the Ohio Valley. 
Having cxecuteil his <'OMiniission, 
Washington, with his companions, 
turned homeward. On January U), 
1754, he again I'outid himself at "the 
Viruinia capital. 

The journal of Iii.n , xj..'(litiou, 
which was published sluuMly after- 
wards, gave a veiy high Idea of Ills 
sairacily, self-rcliam*e, and powers 
of olisi'rvalion ; and his minute ilo- 
scriplion of Ihe fori advanced his 
re]>utation as a military critic.

That winter's journey had brought 
a new actor on the stage of the 
world. 

Dinwiddie attempted to force the 
French from the ground (daimed by 
the Kngllsh. Two compaiii»»s were 
iais<'(l and put under VVashinglcm's 
command. This expedillon failed, 
the forces being loo few and too 
poor to succeed. Yet they did some 
good fighting, and Washinglon 
gaineil great honor for big, wise 
actions and l>ravery. Hut Dinwid- 
die treated him so disrespectful- 
ly thai he resigned. He was soon 
invited to become an aide t(> Gen. 
Hraddoek, who was appointed by 
the Kimr to take charge of all the 
forces then in the field. In the 
operations which ensued the Bri 
tish general ignored Washington's 
advice about the way to fight In- 
dians an<l in consauence met a dis- 
astrous defeat aiuTdealh, 

In 175!) Washington married a 
rich and beautiful wldo\r, Mrs. 
Martha Cuslis, whom, with her two 
chililren, he took lo his family man- 
sion at M(mnt Vernon. 

Thus at 27, we find Washington 
a country gentleman, jtrojirittor of 
a i)lanation upon wliicli wheats and 
toliacco were raised, ami fisheries 
and brickyards carried on. Ho had 
al)out 1'-J5 slaves. He ^tec^lm(^ a 
member of the House of Burgesses, 
l)ut seldom took any active part. 

It is nci'essary here to trace the 
d(^<ails of Ihe struggle for self-gov- 
ernment which after ten years cul- 
minated in the clooure by act of 
Parliament of the port of Boston, 
and Ihe Revolution. I'hroiighoul 
the length and breadth of lUe laud 
the cry went up, "The cause of 
Bostim is Ihe cause of us all !" 

It was al the instance of Virginia 
that a Congress ol all the colonies 
was called lo meet at Philadtlphia 
Se|)l. 5, 1774, lo secure their com- 
mon liberties — if possible by peace- 
ful means. To this Congress Col. 
Washington was sent as a dejegale. 
Among the earliest a(!is of tlje 
Congress was the selection of a 
eommandei- in-chief tif llie colonial 
forces. This high ofBce was un- 
animously conferred upon Wash- 
ington, still a meniher of the Con- 
gress. Ib> accepted it on June 10, 
bnl upon the express coiulition that 
be should receive no salary. 

It is not tlw eject of this sketch 
lo trace ihe military acts of the pa- 
tiiot hero lo whose hamls the for- 
luni>'. an<l liberties of the people of 
the United Stales were confided 
during (he seven years' bloody 
struggle that ensued until the 
treaty of 1783, in which England 
acknowleilged the independence of 
each of the thirteen Sta'es, and 
negotiated will) them> jointly, as 
separate sovereignties, i^w Dec. 
41 h, 1783, tlie great conimanrlcr 
look leave of his ofl[i<'ers in niost 
'ifT'Ctionate and patriotic terms, 
and went to Annapolis, Md., where 
the Congress (if Ihe States was in 
so.ssion, and to that body, when 
peace, quiet, aiu] order pievailed 
I'verywhere, reslgnc(l his coinmis- 
sloii (Dec. '23), and again in search 
of that repose ever so airr<>cable to 
him, returned lo Mount Vernon.

" To-day we are going to study 
one of Christ's most wondi-rfiil 
cures. The unstopping of a deaf 
mute's eais. It is the moteremmk- 
able because St. Mark is the only 
divine biographer who records the 
mii-ficle. In tlu' first phtce, ' they 
bring unto him one that was deaf,' 
because the afflielion was consider- 
ed inciiilflile. Kven unto this day 
we know tint very little about the 
human cur. The eye, the foot, the 
hand, the stomach, the liver, the 
heart have Vieen explored anfl are 
iinderstoo'' by the di.s.'scclor'H knife 
But the ear, with its tympanum, its 
bornH, its two vestibules or storm 
doors, for the ariJitomist must pus*' 
t'lirough the outer and miildle far 
before he can enter the holy of holies 
of sound; the ear, able to (;at(.'h a 
loved one's whispcMinys, and yet nol 
be stunned at the thundercUip of a 
lornado, has never been fully iiiiis- 
tercd. 

" The drum has side holes to let 
the air in an<l out, ttiat the drum- 
lieatl may vitirate and cause sound. 
We finri in the cfir there is a long 
lutie connecting with the thro.it, 
and on the top of this tube tli«'re is 
a thin membrane or skin which 
moves iif) and down as the waves of 
sound strike it. And cutarrlial 
troubles are dangerous because 
ihey threaten the stoppage of this 
tube. Sometimes deafness iscaused 
by the outer nerves of the ear being 
destroyed by Ihat^niosf dreadedof 
all infri utile diseases culled sciirlel 
fever, a more deslriK^tivc ••nomy to 
the nursery than death, Ix'cause 
when it is driven away from the 
cnidle, in mad rage this disease 
generally strikes m p iralizing blow 
which h-avcs its victim helpless and 
worse than dead. 

'•Sometimes the (;ause is in- 
explicable. A man's enr may be 
perfectly formed, yet the mind is 
no more able to difTerenliate souiwl 
than one afflicted with color blind- 
nr!HH is able to distinguish 'netween 
r(>i\, white, yallow, blue, piir[il(*. or 
grepn. Whatever may be the 
deafness, when a child is once horn 
deaf, he is de;if to th'- gr;ive. No 
oower of surg<!ry nr medicament 
lias ever been atde to cure the 
affliction. 

FIGURES THAT PROVE FACTS. 

"To prove this ia true of the 
3.'). 000 dcHf-mutes in the T-iited 
States, and 20, 512 deaf-mules in 
France, mid the 24,488 dea.'' in Ger 
many, an<l the 2,000 deaf in Dcn- 
miirk, an<l the 0,778 in Sardinia, 
and 4,000 deaf-miit's in Cmadn, 
;ind the 10.000,000 dcHf mules in 
this world at the present time -for 
Joseph A.SeisH, in his book called, 
'The Children of Silence,' declares 
there is one deaf-mute lo nvcry 
1,400 of the human rtice — not one 
nf the dcaf-m'tites Idis ever hoard 
one sound, if b«i"n without the power 
of hearing. 

" Now, you must realize the con- 
dition in which Jesus f'hrist liverl 
was entirely different from tiiat of 
Ihe present day. In this age of 
factories and sm<ike Hnd beehives of 
swarming pofuifatifins, a cily is a 
tdaee where no one knows his neigh- 
bor. The only interest most of us 
take in the man who lives next door 
is when Ihe crape hani.'«on the knob 
and the hearse comes to c:irry awiiy 
the filled casket. But in olden 
times, as in smaller •<;ountry vil 
latres to-day, every one knew ever}' 
bod.v else Here was a lad born 
deaf. Every one knew his ndatives, 
-rnd knew him, und knew he had 
never heard as^iutid. He hjid the 
su'Ien, vicious, self-wjilcd, sinful 
lofik of the deaf-mutes of old 
Perhaps in one of his fits of evil 
temper he pioked U|) a cliilr. and 
as a maniac struck his mother over 
the head and lefl her bleeding upon 
the floor, caring not even though 
she was a corpse. 

" Dr I. L. Peet, the niithority on 
Ihede.if and dumb, once said n^ 
human condition can V>e imagined 
more deplorable than that of tlie un- 
educated deaf-mute. He is tifooften 
self-willed, passionate, prone to 
s«'cret vices, anrl suspicious. The 
light of nature shines upon these 
children of misfortune with a feclilcr 
radiance than upon the most fie- 
nighlod of Iho'-e whosit in the region 
and shade of death. Perhaps the 
nigld after this Insane boy was sup- 
posed to have injured Ids parent 
the neighbors C)i me in to discuss 
the cataslroptie. The father grit> 
his teeth in rnge, liut Ihe wife, the 
inoHiiing, helfdess, bleeding, gnash- 
wJ wife, mother-like, says: 'Oh, if 
we coull '■'■'■' ''" -'irnelliing for our 
boyf"

"Lesson the secoad : They 
brouyht unto Jesus one who was not 
onl.v deaf, but dumb. The Bible 
says he had an impediment in his 
siiecch.' No' one jiart of the phy- 
sical body can be entirelj- divorceit 
fnmi the other psrts. As Paul 
said: 'The body is one and hall 
many members, and all the members 
of that one body being many ai'i- 
one bofI.y.' 

"We' find that these different 
members act snd react upon each 
other. The hand jrroWels the eye 
The eye warns the foot. The foot 
is the messenger boy for the brain 
The veins are Ihe rjanals carrying 
to the farthest extrenieiies the 
dail.v supplies of food, tibrim for 
the muscles, albumen for the blood, 
lime for the bones, |)hosphates for 
Ihe nerves, moisture for the glands 
And all over th*' surface of the body 
the pores of the skin as s(;avcngers 
are at work to.ssing off the refuse 
night and day, as well as da.v am!

And through tin- 
same wonderful s.ystem not only the 
deaf mutes, fnil in some instances 
those who have hail two of their five 
senses gone and are not orjly deaf 
and dumb but also blind, have had 
the spark of intelligence, kindled in 
their darkened brain.

For years and 
vears thus he [iracticed self-sacrifice 
and worked and studied. Do .you 
wonder that John James Audubon's 
tongue was able to talk about his 
leathered friends so Interest inyly 
that the grown people slopt»ed to 
listen and Ihe lillle children licggeil 
to look at his pretty picture? 

SCIENTISTS WHO WON 8ECRKTS. 
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' By the way,' some one says, 
have you heard of Jesus, the 
wonderful medicine man, whom 
some people Cilll a prophet. They 
s>iy he cm cure sieknes.i by just 
looking at an Invalid. He is a 
young Nazarene, only 30 years of 
»ig«. Y<»u know my wife's cousin ? 
Some few months ago, he was in- 
vited to a welding i;. the little vil- 
lage of f^ana, near Galilee. And 
this Jesus came to tite marriage, and 
the wine gave out, and he bended 
over .''Ome walerpols and the water 
lurne<I into wine. My cousin said 
it was wj; you need not laugh. I 
believe him.' 

" ' Yes, answered another, ' I 
heard that he retturrected Jairus' 



"Hugh Miller, the Scottish geo- 
logist, put his ear against the lips 
of the rocks. They sang him the 
iiKirning song of crertion. They 
whisjiered lo him how he could finil 
Ihe footprints of God before the 
flowers grew or the glacial [icncil of 
ice had recordeil the birth of e|)ochs 
or the earthq-Kikes had cracked Ihe 
epitaphs of Ihe centuries. Galih-o 
listened to the ahirs until he heard 
euoiigh to revolutioniw all astro- 
uomieal laws. Thomas A, Edisou 
closed the door of his laboratory 
and listened until his ear hoard the 
telophonic voice speaking hundreds 
of miles away. 

" Biographers t«ll us that in his 
old age Ludwig von Beethoven 
was so deaf Ihe loudest orchestral 
crash could not force one note into 
the barred and bolted tomb in which 
was sleeping the lif<desst.oul o/ his 
dea<l ear. But Beethoven'shearinir 
laated long enough to gather such 
wonderful collections of harmoiiies 
that his tongue and pen, working 
to the last day of bis earthly career, 



could not write or speak half of what 
he knew. 

" A noted visionist wrote a strange 
book which was false and yet not 
false, fiction and yet true. In this 
strange world beyond the River 
Styx all the aiilhor-i were gathered 
to spend eternity. Tliey eaine from 
all l(^inds and all (Setii m ies. Each 
brought along a very large family 
called. 'Th<! Childien A/ flw Biviin!' 
They were the chafaclei's that 
liv(!d and breathed and wc])t and 
saiiLT and married and died in their 
books. The sirvinge part of the 
author's world was this: In.'-tead of 
ha\ing two cats cadi cliai-actor had 
a milUei^ears. By that we mean 
the sensibilities were so koeiih 
developed eveiy inhabiiant of this 
unknown w«)rld becmiie a mind 
re id^'r, and the fellowship was a 
commingling of spirits and each 
S|iirit knew the thoiiglits of ever.v 
otlic! spirit, as a mind reinler to-day 
can tell what we, are thinking about 
"This is not such an alisiird 
statement. When God stops the 
'two highways of sound he opens 
maii.v other iiigresses wliich, like 
the Indian's pa.thway, lie hidileii 
uiiiler the forest trees. The deaf 
mule, by the power of toiudi, by the 
atmospheric waves rushing against 
his lj'id.y, b.v wonderful inslitiitions, 
can gather information in the mosi 
miraculous ways. Chariot ic Eliz- 
abeth, Dr. John Killo, the great 
Bilile author; Waller (Jiekie, the 
Scotidi aitisl; Thomas Widd, the 
(/anndian educator; Massieii, |.Ih> 
French [icasajit, phenomenon, and 
the pupil of Sieaid, and hosts of 
others, who have been educated 
were all deaf-mutes.

"A short lime ago a deaf, dumb, 
and blind girl' worked hor way 
Ihrough an Eastern collegiate course 
enliridy by the power of touch. 

To-day deaf-mutes cm tell what 
you are talking about by mevi ly 
wat<diing the moving lips. Perhajis 
in that better land (iod will not only 
unstop two ears, but many 

We will have no use for the 
tongue, for we can read o.udi other's 
thoughts as soon as they are born ; 
see them in Ihe look of the eye, in 
the moving li|), feel them in t he 
lender clasp, and hear them in the 
songs of ang<ds, who^will never 
cease to sing, Beethoven did not 
have to hear to enjoy his master 
(lieces, neither will wc. Ciod is 
Ifive and as lovcis we shall sit com- 
muning with one another's holy 
thoughts, yet not speaking a word 

" Lastly, ' They bring unto him 
one that Was deaf,' bccau.se of ilie 
golden cords of love whicii always 
bound Christ's sympathetic heart Ip 
the bleeding heart of a pliysicil 
sufferer. Jesus was sneeriiigly 
ni<d<-iiameit the ' fiienil of piililie- 
atis and sinners and winebjbbers 
and oul(;asls.' But in olden limes 
(rerlain sicknesses were coiiHidired 
the results of sin, and the lepers, 
Hie blind, Ihe deaf and the dumb, 
were looked upon as criminals who 
had been condemned and sciilenci d 
in the court of Almighty (bid 
When a <leaf-miite cliilil was born, 
tlie flisgraced family covered up the 
shnmein miwdi the same way as 
you would conceal Ihe history or 
the record of »oine crimina! rida- 
five ; or never sjn'iik about a father 
or firolher who, having (tommilled 
murder, had expiated the crime 
upon the gallowH. 

This folding was exhibited in the 
iiiiilh chapter of John, when Ihe 
disciples asked him in lefeience to 
one born blinil, sii,\ini.', 'Master, 
who did sin, this man or his parents, 
that he was born blin I ':" Jesus an 
swered : ' Ncitlicr lialli this man 
sinned or his parents, but that the 
work of God mighl be m;i<le mani 
lest in him.* 

"Queen Vicoria sonic years ago 
learned lo use ihe deaf and dumb 
iilphabr>i in order to talk with a 
deaf-mute daiightx-r of a tcnaiil 
near Osborn. In the same way w 
should do everything in our power 
to alleviate the sufferings of these 
unfortunates. First, by wise leg- 
islations; liy Ihe p roll i billon of cons 
ins martying. and also of tleaf imir- 
i>iiig. This is what the htatislics 
have cotn|)i led .• 

RFI<'F.t;T OF HEREDITY. 

"In (Ifty nine cases of deafness re- 
ported a few years ago by the Illi 
noh Inslitulion In 1873, the paronls 
of forty-fwo were first cousins; of 
nine second cousins, of five lliird 
cousins, and of two fourth cousins, 
and of one an unide and a niece 
And Dr. David Buxton writes: '1 
knew the molher of three mute 
children who was the daughter of a 
deaf-mute, and the grandfather, 
though his own (diildren heiml pcr- 
f«'ctly, was one of eight deaf-mutes 
in a family of sixteen. If a deaf 
person marries one who hears, the 
chances of theii havTiig a deaf- 
mute child are three fourths of 1 
percenl. If two ileaf nitites marry 
the chances are five, p<«r cent. 

" In the next place, for these nn- 
fortiinatos we should build the best 
schools, and send them the best 
teachers. That is Ihe great trouble 
with work, lh(' bright Christian 
teachers will not devote their lime 
to those educalioiial opportuniiies. 
'llie class is naliirally small, the 
(dassroom vciy depressing, and llo' 
renninirat ion nol ciil icing. 

" Most importaiil of all, we should 
surround them with (JhiistiHii love 
The matron of a deaf and dumb 
school lold me the deaf-mu'i/ua wcic 



happy as long as they were inside 
the four walls of , the school, hut the 
children in the street would tease 
and taiitalize them. As we help 
Ihe helpless, (bid will care for us. 

'■ There is a beautiful story told 
that one da.v a clerizyman was 
visiting a'deaf and dumb school, and 
the teacher having sent tlm pupils 
to the blackboards, the visiting 
clergy man asked a .young boj' there 
three questions. First, ' Who 
made the world?' Immediately 
the deaf-mute child wrote, 'In the 
beginning (t.kI creali'd the heavens 
and earth.' Question the second ; 
'Why did Je.sns Christ come into 
the world?' With a smile Ihe lad 
again wrote, 'This is a faithful 
saying and worthy <if all acceptation 
iliat Jesus Chiist came into the 
world to 8 ive sinners ' The chu-gy- 
maii liesitaled a moment and then 
he asked : ' Why were you born 
deaf and dumi), while I can heat 
and •■iioak ?' 

"A tear started, yet the lad 
hesitated not, but wroio> ' Even so. 
Father, for so it seemed good in 
thy sight.' 

" In that last great da.v niay our 
siiiful ears hear the word 'Well 
done.' For then the dumb shall 
-I'ieak and the silent lips sing for 

j"y- 
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Many deaf-mules, who feel them- 
si^lvis aggrieved wlien their signs 
are laughed at by the hearing, 
should iidlc<*t that if by chance of 
fate, they were hearing men, the.y 
would simply roar at Ihe sight of a 
deaf man making signs. 

Hearing people, who can't write 
or who are loo dense or vainly self- 
I'onscioiis lo resort to natural signs, 
are the loudest in proclaiming that 
deaf-mutes are a nuisance. 

Ninety- nine and a half per cent 
of the hearing would draw no dis- 
tinction between a deaf-mute and a 
scmi-mnte. No matter how well a 
deaf man ai'li(Milaies, they say "he's 
a d'af an' diim moot, but can talk 
lik«( the (hnil." In other words, all 
deaf men look alike lo the hearing, 

.Many a deaf man suffers more 
from Ihe ignorance of the hearing 
around him than from his oivii iii- 
lirmily. 

After a deaf-mute has 500 times 
seen healing persons lake the trouble 
to liunt up a piece of paper and a 
lead pencil to ask him if he is going 
to a musicalc, he thinks there is a 
great deal of consolation in Iicing 
dciif after all. Wl'al m.yriads of 
fool que^slions a deaf man misses ! 

Was it Solomon MihWdf who s.iid 
there were Iwo IhinLS he could not 
iiiid«u'stand — .i snake that crawls 
upon a ro(d{ ami a bird that files? 
I,f he lived now he would add on- 
olher to the little list of things that 
were lieyond him, and thai is a 
minister, of the gospel jireaching 
peace and goodwill toward men, 
who will deliberately sit <lown and 
write fur the perusal of others a 
liand that even a haudwriling ex- 
pert could not read. .. Such a 
preacher, ought to get a typewriter. 

The pretl.y bookkeeper who put 
Ihe deaf employee on the pay roll ns 
•' Dinn Man," did nol blush' a little 
iiit wheit the editor asked her what 
the words meant, neillur did she 
scratch Ihe book. She knew ahe 
was belter than a "dum man" any 
lime, even if she was a little lame 
in lor spelling. Lot no pure oral- 
isi get gay over thii and say that if 
ijje "dum m:iu" >'Ould talk she 
miuht love him. She heard him 
talk a hundred limps, and he van 
talk belter iliiin any congeidtally 
deaf person, and some other deaf 
[leiKoiis besides, ever could.
